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Blue Beard. 

Who among us that does not remember 
•when young having found our hair on end 
and our flesh creeping, while listening to a 
recital of the doings of the famous Blue 
Beard, who has been celebrated these many 
hundreds of years, in verse and prose, for 
' his bloody doings. E. Gould Buff.im, late 
editor of the Ssn Francisco itfte,ia travelling 
in France, and eends that paper the follow- 
ing account of Blue Beard and his castle— 
the latter of which he i eently visited : 

From Saumur we wut to Angers, a black 
lookin", dull old town, containing a strong 
'castle and a fine cathedral. From here we 
made a little excursion to the scene nl one 
of' the most celebrated of romances, and 
vhere we forgot for a time our history, and 
dwelt again in the youthful days when we 
• were alternately charmed and frightened as 
we read our fairy stories. At Chamtoce, 
distant about fifteen miles from Angers, on a 
.rreen and beautiful hill overlooking the 
Loire are the imposing rttina of a feudal 
castle which is celebrated from the extraor- 
dinary crimes of its owner, who lived there 
in the lifteenlh century. This was (nlles de 
lief who was the bugbear of the whole 
surrounding country, and wh,» was univer- 
sally known by the name of Le Barbe Bleu, 
and was the original of our well Known Blue 
Heard the story of which is a translation 
from the French. The history of this wretch 
affords a remarkable example, not only ol 
ihe superstitions of the fifteenth century, 
•but of the impunity with which a feudal 
lord in that time, could commit the most 
outrageous atrocities. Having destroyed Ilia 
health and ruined his fortunes by the exce*i 
and extravagance of youth, he endeavored 
to renovate boll, by means of magi* and 
kept in his pay, for that purpose an Italian 
alchemist and magician, who induced bin 
to believe that a charm could be produced 
from the blood of infants, which if be used 
an sufficient quantities, as a bath, would pro- 
duce him health and fortune. In order to 
. comply with this prescription, young per- 
sons to the number ot more man a hundred. 
° T ere stolen by his minions and murdered in 
the deep dungeon of his castle, he, himself, 
in most cases, plunging the knife into their 

b Tthose days the born thralls of a feudal 
geigneut would bear a great deal from their 
master, but the crimes ol the gentle do RetS! 
became, at length, too many and too bold, 
and finally the whole surrounding country 
arose against him, and his suzerain, Duke 
John of Brittainy, had him .arrested and 
tried,-and burned at the stake, ... Nantes, he 
having made a full confession of his crimes. 

Two towers of the castle, overgrown With 
ivv and rapidly crumbling to ruin, still rise 
»bove the underground dungeons in which 
the deeds of blood were commuted. t was 
with great difficulty I could persuade my 
guide to go with me as far as the entrance 
of one of these subterranean cells, and be- 
lieve no inducement winch 1 could have 
offered him would have taken h.m with me 
into it. Children will not play around the 
' ruins, and to this day the mothers of Anjou 
frighten their nurslings into propriety, by 
threatening to confine them in the ruined 
castle of Le Barbe llltu.

A Portrait of Garibaldi. 

The correspondent of the London Times 
thus portrays 'Garibaldi, as he appeared 
during a short sea voyage just previous to 
the taking of Naples : 

The General moved among the various 
groups upon dack with a kind and an apt 
word for each of them, evincing that readi- 
ness of recognition, that perfect accuracy of 
recollection, that memory of men and things 
and circumstances, however trilling, which 
are ranked among the innate privileges of 
Royalty. He had on his usual dictatorial 
suit consisting of the unfailing flannel shirt, 
with a silk bandana kerchief thro wn loosely 
and widely round the neck by way of a 
scarf, light' grey trousers, and the modern 
wideawake hat with turn-up brim. The 
prodigious breadth of the General's shoul- 
ders, his colossal chest, and the natural dig- 
nity and lion-like majesty of his coun- 
tenance, again and again incline a beholder 
to overrate his real stature, which is cer- 
tainly not above the middle size. You 
must go near him, and measure him by the 
standard of common men, before you re- 
cover from the error into which awe for that 
commanding figure leads you. The hair, 
on a nearer inspection, is dark hazel, darker 
by far than the beard, which is tawny or 
reddish. He wears the hair rather long. 
The beard is full, and relieves the length of 
the oval face, which might otherwise be 
thought excessive. The temples are some- 
what compressed about the region of the 
eyes, and a very strong oblique depression 
is observable about the eyebrows. I he 
cheek bones are high, and the nose comes 
down between them in a perfectly straight 
long line, even with the slightly slanting 
forehead. The complexion of that small 
part of the face which is not hidden by the 
beard, is not merely bronzed or sunburnt, it 
has a peculiar sanguine hue, thickly studded 
with endless freckles. This remarkable 
tin!, the features, the color of the beard, 
joined to the calm but deep expression of 
the dark eye, all contribute to give Ins coun- 
tenance that unmatched character which 
won for Garibaldi the appellation of the 
' Lion Fac e.' 

A Curious Cask.— The Toronto Leader 
publishes the following curious case: 

Yesterday night, a. man was seen silting 
in a sleeping posture, in one of our streets, 
by a policeman. The policeman shook 
him. The man fell over. The policeman 
raised him up. The man remained stand- 
ing. The policeman again shook lum. The 
man again fell over. He was again placed 
on his legs. lie remained there. The 
policeman endeavored to find out who the 
individual was, where ho was going to, 
where he came from. The man remained 
dumb and insensible, and seemingly utterly 
unconscious ol what was going forward. 
His eyes were open, and bent on the ground, 
his head inclined forward. After contem- 
plating this phenomenon for some time, the 
policeman had him removed to the station 
house. There was not the slightest appear- 
ance of the man being under the influence 
of liquor. Doctors were called in ; but they 
could make nothing of him. Various 
methods were resorted to, to rouse him up, 
but without success. Strong smelling salts 
were applied to his nostriis— but not a 
muscle moved. A lancet was pushed under 
his thumb, not a nerve quivered. He could 
eat and drink mechanically like one in a 
clairvoyant state— but was insensible to 
feeling, and could not be got to take notice 
of anything said or done to him. He re- 
mained in the station all night. For ex- 
periment sake ho was put into a silting 
position, and both his hands were placed on 
the lop of his head. He was found some 
hours afterward still sitting with his hands 
on the lop of his skull, as lie had been left. 
Medical gentlemen do not know what to 
make of this case. Ill the morning lie was 
seen to stand from ten to one o'clock in the 
one position, leaning against a post. He 
was accosted scores of limes, but gave no 
more sign of intelligence than if he was 

dead. 

The Nkw United States Census.— The. 
new census almost everywhere disappnin's 
the sanguine expectations of our go-ahead 
people. Wo are undoubtedly a smart, na- 
tion; but there are not quite so many of us 
as we have supposed. Cincinnati, Detroit, 
Chicago, and almost every city but New 
York and St. Louis, have fewer inhabitants 
than the census was expected to show. Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire have made very- 
slight gains since I860, so that there is dan- 
ger that each will lose a member of the 
House under the new apportionment, though 
each lost ot.u last time, and they are now 
down to three each, having had six under 
the census of 1821). And now wo hear that 
California— which was estimated in her An- 
nual Register of last year as having six 
hundred thousand and over— proves by the 
census to have but about half a million, 
though last year's emigration was very 
heavy. Of course, she will probably have 
but lour Uopresentalives under the next op- 
porliunmunt.— New Yprk Tribune.

As we wish to do 
Mr. Burnaby, the Obstructive candidate for 
Esquimau, full and ample justice, and not 
detract in any way from his merits, we pro- 
pose to pass him in review before the elec- 
tors. As a private citizen, disconnected 
with politics, he is blameless, so far as we 
are aware. When wo say this, we say tho 
best that can be said of him : and lite most 
carping are not likely to rauke much out of 
his pecadilloes. But when we examine 
him by the light of politics, by the part he 
has taken in politics, by the acta of the Ob- 
structive party, of which tie is one, and 
who bring him forward as the government 
candidate, we must say to Olio and all 
that Mr. Burnaby is not a man who can 
be trusted politically. He is a man 
whom the people should set their faces 
against as a flint, nnd give hint no sign of 
encouragement. Every mm who supports 
him is only tying another weight around his 
neck to sink himself and country deeper 
into the abyss of tyranny, c n notion, wrong, 
outrage,and contumely that tins been heaped 
upon them from the day when Gov. Douglas 
was made Governor, down lo the itne when 
Langford was so villainously libelled, 01 
when King was thrown into P -inberton's 
Bastile,or the day when Cameron's decision 
refused King his liberty, w lich every hon- 
est man and every man of intelligence be- 
lieves he was entitled to, both by the com- 
mon law and the Statute law of tho land. 
There is no disguising the faut— we would 
do wrong to do it— that Mr. Burnaby was 
nn Obstructive at the last general election, 
was one at Esquimall town election when 
he was a right bower of Gordon, the adven- 
turer, and is one still. If it is asked what 
have the obstructions done ! we ans.ver, ru- 
ined the country. Is not all confidence in 
Gov. Douglas gone? Is not confidence in 
Mr. Cameron as a fit person for Chiel Justice 
gone ? Is not the Assembly misrepresenting 
your feelings 1 and is nol the fairness and 
justice of the rulers, from the hishe.il lo the 
lowest, surrounded by doubt .' It is among 
this party, and belonging to this party, that 
Mr. Burnaby is found. We put it therefore 
to the people of town ami country, will 
you have Burnaby, tho obstructive, to rule 
over you? Will you, electors of Esqui- 
mau, vote for a man whose whole political 
history, obscure as it has been, has been 
hand-in-hand with a political clique who 
have done nothing to gain the respect of nn 
intelligent people? A political clique who 
have thwarted such whole-hearted, inde- 
pendent men ns Foster, Waddington, Coles 
and McDonald, in doing their duty, and 
would ruin Langford if possible? We be- 
lieve no honest elector would vote for Bur- 
naby under these circumstances; but every 
honest man, who respects lnm.-elt and de- 
sires the prosperity of this young and rising 
Colony, will repudiate Burnaby, and vote 
for Trimble. 

" Mon do not gather grapes of thorns, of 
figs of thistles neither can tho people or 
this country get a good representative for 
Esquimalt from among an Obstructive 
clique. Take Burnaby. First he was found 
as Secretary to Col. Moody. Why did he 
not keep his place? Why did Gov. Douglas 
turn himout? Answer that, What rumors 
weie there about speculation at that period ? 
Rumors there wore many, but whether Bur- 
naby had aught to do with I hem, we don't 
know. He left offioe euddev ly. To use Ihe 
language of his intimates, " He was snubbed 
by Gov. Douglas. Turned out as you would 
turn away an Indian boy," Why was it ' 



Won't he r '.veal? With the snubbing we 
have his perpetual declaration of hostility 
to Gov. Douglas. Is it to revenge himself 
that Burnaby wants to get into the Assem- 
bly ? It is said the Cary clique want to 
overturn the heads of the Government, whom 
they have brought into greater disrepute. 
Is Mr. Burnaby a means to the end? In 
that case it will be snubbing for snubbing. 
Turn about may be fair play; but wo 
despise hypocrisy. With an open enemy 
there is no danger, in comparison with 
hypocritical friends. 

If Walpola's maiirais corroct, that "every 
mini has his price," no doubt but Burnaby 
has his. Gordon had his price— £400 a 
year, and pickings unknown, and n clerk 
smuggled in. Burnaby is of the same poli- 
tical school. " I came to make money," said 
be, " and I am not going to sacrifieo any- 
thing for polities," Tho only conclusion 
then is, that if he does not turn traitor to 
Gov. Douglas, he will be paid well for pock- 
eting his snubbing. But looking at the 
man as regards talent, where is it if not in 
feathering his nest at the people's expense? 
We warn, therefore, the people of Esqui- 
malt against Burnaby, the Obstructive, the 
whipper-in of Gordon. He is politically un- 
fit for the office qf representative ; and 
should be treated so. But we have no idea 
that Burnaby can be elected. AVo have 
merely exposed his blemishes, as a Warning 
to his kind. Trimble will defeat hiin two 
to ono ; and he ought to, as there is not a 
more thoroughgoing Reformer in tho coun- 
try. 

Colonial Statistics. — The London Sta- 
tistical Congress, which met recently, has 
had a proposal laid before it to establish a 
Colonial Statistical Library. The want of 
an institution of the kind has long been felt 
in England, where su many are anxious to 
emigrate to the colonies, and are only de- 
terred from so doing by a lack of general 
information of their resources. It would, 
id doubt, help the off-shoots of Britain won- 
derfully, by attracting to their shores a valu- 
able and thrifty population, who, from a 
hick of sufficient knowledge of the new 
countries, deem themselves wise by remain- 
ing ill home. The collection of books, map?) 
plans, newspapers, otc, together With the 
information contained in the Blue Books 
inlo a form which would be at once easy for 
reference and comprehensive, speaks for 
itself as to its value. Let the library be 
established by all menus. 

Look Oct!— It is well known that the 
bridges between here and Esquimalt aro in 
r, deplorable condition ; and that there are 
many persons who seem lo take especial 
p.-iins in riding or driving over thoui at a rate 
fasier than Ihe law prescribes. Officer 
Welch, day before yesterday, captured two 
gentlemen who were riding across the sec- 
ond bridge at a rate hardly compatible with 
tli e safety of their on u necks, or with the 
stability of the structure. The gentlemen 
were brought before Judge Perflberlon, and 
each lined live shillings. Our citizens 
should bear in mind the precarious state of 
the bridges, and act accordingly.

Union of the Colonies. 

Tho Montreal Gazette, in alluding to tho 
Prince's visit, takes occasion to discoutse 
this freely upon the subject of the union of 
tho British Colonies of North America : 

"And now that this most important and in- 
teresting visit is over, let us ask what will 
be its probable results, socially and politi- 
cally 1 To tic closer to the breasts of New- 
foundlanders the Royal Family, and the 
Prince el VVnies especially, is the first re- 
sult. To assure them of tho perfect amia- 
bility of their future King, and to watch his 
career with intense interest, is the second. 
Hut politically we may look to matters of 
vital moment to the well-being of millions 
of British subjects. The fusion of all par- 
ties and opinions into a unity of sentiment, — 
the hearty comminution to express eternal ad- 
herence to Great Britain, — tho first step to 
Provincial union in this visit to a vast section 
of the Empire composed of several Provinces 
—the personal observation of tho cabinet in 
the person of the Duke of Newcastle,— the 
confirmation of somo and correction of other 
pre-conceived opinions of his Grace regard- 
ing the political and social relations of the 
Provinces,— all will have a great influence 
and bearing on the future. ' Seeing is be- 
lieving,' to use an old adage ! 

"On our part we fervently hope the one 
important result will be to unite the Pro- 
vinces in one grand sectional Umpire under 
the British crown — having one Parliament, 
one system of defence, one social policy, — 
and let the pettiness of king, lords and com- 
mons in small places disappear. _ Let us 
have social bodies for local and minor mat- 
ters, but let all important questions belong 
to the North American Parliament alone.

May all profit by it, 
and let the watchword for all be Provincial 
Union."
